Philadelphia, April 20 A'* A H ar­ 
vard historian t day defended Ben­ 
jam in Franklin against the conten­ 
tion of .some modern critic* that 
the great patriot’s work in science 
was "trivial."

Bernard Cohen, 
that 
Franklin’s .scientific 
attain­ 
ments would not be remembered ut 
all today if he hadn t been a po­ 
litical big shot, 
Tile real facts are, said Cohen, 
that Franklin made m ajor contri­ 
butions ta the understanding of 
electricity, heat transfer and chem­ 
ical action 
Even in these days of st lent ific 
sophistication, declared the Harvard 
professor, we’re still using electrical 
terms that Franklin coined 
such 
as the word "battery," and the la­ 
bels "positive” and "negative" tor 
electrical charge* 
Cohen addressed the annual m eet­ 
ing of the American Philosophical 
society, an organization founded by 
Benjamin 
Franklin 
in 
1743 
and 
known as "The First Learned Society 
of the British Plantations in Amer­ 
ica ’ He spoke in tile society’s head­ 
quarters. just 
around the corner 
from Independence Hall. 
Practical ( ontrlbution 
Cohen said some critics ol Frank­ 
lin contend that the No. I Phila­ 
delphian’s contribution to science 
wits "primarily ol practical rather 
than theoretical value’’ — that is, 
that 
Franklin was an 
inventive 
gadgeteer who didn t add much lo 
the baikie concept* of science. 
Cohen grants that some oi Frank­ 
lin’s .stuff was aimed at pure util­ 
ity-—such as his invention of bifocal 
eye glasses and a gadget for remov­ 
ing bouto from a shelf without le t­ 
ting up trom one’s chair 
But he maintains that Franklin s 
invention oi the lightning rod was 
develojied I rom pure scientific re­ 
search— research which had demon­ 
strated that lightning was electrical 
in character and 
that "pointed" 
grounded conductors were needed 
to dissipate the lightning.
